PASSAGES OF THE DARDANELLES, 

J. &pauran Doosworrg. .~ 
Before speaking of Admiral Duckworth’s 
memorable passage under the fire of the. 
forta and in face of a hostile equadron, 
which he destroyed as.he advanced, a fow 
words may be said about two passages 
effected ’pencofully, but without permission 
by American ships, In May, 1800, the 
Dardanelles were paszed by an American 
frigate under somewhat remarkable circum. 
stances. Oaptaln Bainbridge, an officer 
who afterwards distinguished himself great- 
ly in the war of 1812 against England, had 
beon' appointed to the command ef the 
frigate George Washington, which was ordor- 
ed to carry a large amount of tribute to the 
regency of Algiers, After the completion 
of this mission the Dey compelled him, by 
threats of capture and of ‘a declaration of 
war, to convey an Algerian embassy to 
Constantinople, where Balnbridge during 5 
stay of two months, was treated with great 
distinction. «2 )...) 00 ith 
More than half a. ury afterwards 
another American vessel of war was to, 
arrlve at Constantinople, apparently with 
no object. but that of paying a friendly if | 
unsought visit; possibly, however, with a 
view to ostablishing a precedent, In 
Novembor, 1858, the United States frigate 
Wabash passed the Dardanelles and auchor- 
ed at bret rina ory the commandin;
